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Mr Lewis Waldemar Clemens, of the Royal Colonial Institute, of 
Toronto, Canada, has for a number of years untiringly searched the 
family records of the Clemens family back through the archives of 
Ottawa and has carefully traced the ancestry of the official records 
of England and Holland, with such success that his complete work has 
been passed upon by the College of Arms, England, and after strict 
scrutiny has received the official approval of that institution. 

Mr Clemens has traced an unbroken record of the family ances- 
try back to the sixteenth century, to one 
I. CLEMENT of Toft, Lincolnshire, England. He was the father of 
IIe WILLIAM CLEMENT, of WISSINGSETT, Norfolksshire, to whom in the 

reign of Queen Elizabeth, in the year 1563, the Family Arms were 

granted by the visitation of Norfolk, made by William Harvey, Claren- 
cieux King of Arms, South of Trent, and confirmed by John Raven, 
- Richmond Herald, in the year 1613. The wife of William Clement was 
one Ann Nernon. They had Caves children, George, Thomas and Edmund. 
lig di GHORGH CLEMENT, married Audry Denny, daughter of John Denny, 

= Chishunt, and widow of John Haydon, of Longham. 
IV. GEORGE CLEMENT, son of George and Audry, became Puritans and 

together with ten or twelve others were beheaded in the year 
1660 upon the restoration of the crown to Charles, for having signed 
with Olbiver Cromwell and fifty-seven others, the warrant for the 


execution of Charles the First, 1648. They had a son Jacob. 
V. JACOB CLEMENT, born 1651, was nine years old when his father 


George, was beheaded. He and his elder brother John also became 
Puritans and when Jacob was eighteen years of age, the two brothers 


came out to America in 1669. Jacob afterwards returned to England 
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and in 1677 he was married there tu a woman whose Christian name 
was Mary. The records show that on account of religious persecution 
Feat tana his wife, Mary, crossed over to Holland, where they made 
their home. In Holland the name was changed from the original Es 
Norman form to the Dutch form, "Clemens." They had three sons, 
Gerhart, John and Jacob. Tradition says that John was a merchant and 
unmarried and settled in New York. Jacom located in Chester County, 
Pennsylvania, where many of his descendents are still living while 
many migrated to Canada. Some of these descendents are today living 
in the vicinity of Spring City, Pa. 
VI GERHART CLEMENS arrived in America and remained in New York 

for a few years and then in 1709 he came and settled in what 
is known as Lower Salford Township, where in 1718 he purehased a 
tract of land containing 300 acres. He purchased land adjoining his 
500 acres until he had 690 acres which he claimed as his own, and 
which was confirmed to him by a patent dated the 1&th day of April, 
1754. Here he built his home and had for his neighbors, Andrew Leder= 
ach, Dielman Kolb and Hans Ulrich Berge. The original homestead is 
now in possession of Rhine Clemens, of the seventh generation from 
Gerhart. Onlt the Christian name of his wife was unknown until lately 
as ANN, Through the following poeuaent by Mr W. T. Stauffer of 
Newport News, Virginia, an attorney, it is shown that her name was 
Mary keiff. 

‘ eornart Clemens, son of Jacob # and Mary Clemens, was born 
in 1680, probably in Holland. In the year 1702 he married Anna Reiff, 


Hans Stauffer, her step-father still owed money to Anna which he had 
received for her from the estate of her father, Michael Reiff. After 
the marriage, Hans made payments on this debt from time to time to 

Gerhart Clemens, somtimes in money and sometimes in property. Among 


the property given by him in payment were a cow valued at 12 rix-dol- 


lars and a horse. Both Hans Staurfer and Gerhart Clemens make entries 
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of this payment in their respective note=-books, each giving the 
valuation of the cow but not of the horse. They differ however, in 
that Gerhart gices the valuation of a cow at 12 rix-dollars, while 
Hans gives the same valuation for a cow and calf. Gerhart seems to h 
eee cons doubt as to the jJustness of the valuation put on the cow.. 

It may be asked why Gerhart went for his wife from Holland to 
Mains, where Anna then lived. The answer is that Hans Stauffer, her 
step-father, had a brother, Ulrich, then living in Friesland, Hol- 
land, and there was frequent communication between them. 


NOTE. # 
This statement is on the authority of an entry in Gerhart 


Clemens's note-book. It accords with the research of Mr Lewis 
Waldemer Clemens, F. R. C. I. , who states that Gerharts father was 
James, James is but an English form for Jacob. The statement that 
Gerhart Clemens was born in Holland is on the authority of Mr L. W. 
Clemens. 


NOTE. 
Hans Stauffer in his note-book frequently calls her( nn Reiff) 


frequently calls her ANNeli , which is but the Swiss dibinutive for 


Anna. In America her name was spelled Ann or Anne. 


Harly in 1709, Gerhart Clemens disposed of hie property to his 
father, his brother John, and his father-in-law . 4is unmarried 
brother, John, was living in New York; and it is probably through 
his influence that Gerhart came to America. He arrived here in 1709, 
perhaps early in the year, as we learn that his brother, John, on 
March 3, 170¥, made settlement with him "regarding his purchased 


goods". Shortly after his arrival in Pennsylvania, Gerhart settled 
in Skippack Township, Philadelphia (now Montgomery County, Pa., where 


in 1711 he purchased from Matthew Van Bebber a tract of 100 acres of 


land. He became resident land agent for David Powell of Philadelphia 
City, who had large land holdings in the county and from whom , in 
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1718, he bought a tract of 300 acres of land on the northwestern 
branch of the Perkiomen Creek in what is now Lower Salford Township. 
Here on the west side of the creek, he built a large house, where he 
lived while he cleared away the forest. Later in life, he erected a 
larger and more commodious residence on the east side of the Perki- 
omen. By purchase and patent, he acquired additional tracts so that 
at one time or another, during his life, he was the owner of upwards 
of 1,500 acres of land. 

The weaving industry of his family, no doubt, furnished the 
means to pay for this land. Numerous entriss in his note-book show 
that Gerhart and some of his children were weavers and wove humespun 
goods for their friends and neighbors. This is not to be wondered at 
for the first people in America to make xk a business of weaving 
were the Mennonites, to which sect Gerhart Clemens and his family 
belonged. The early promonence of Philadelnhia as a weaving center 
is due t@ the Mennonites whe settled at Germantowr. 

In 1726, Gerhart Clemens built the first grist mill in Sal- 
ford Township on the Perkiomen Creek, near the present site of Groff' 
mill. The mill was built under contract by Jacob Souder. It stood 
until 1823. nearly a hundred years. Part of the foundation is still 
discernable. It stood against a hill and was two stories high. 
Customers bringing their grist drove up the side of the hill and 
unloaded on the second story, while those who came for their flour 
and bran received them from the first fluor. 

Un September 26, 1738, Gerhart Clemens and his wife , Anne, 


conveyed 150 acres of land with the mill and the residence to their 
son, John, ( deed book G7, p, 550, Philadelphia, Pa..). oun June 


20 and 21, 1738, they conveyed to their son, Jacob, three tracts of 


land containing in the aggreakax ageregate 321 acres (deed bouks G7 
P, 547, and G8, p, 447, Philadelphia, Pa ) 
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On May 30, 1741, they sold to their son, Abraham, 236 acres of 
their vast holdings. The remainder of his lands, about 824 acres, 
he sold at various times to various persons. He died cir. 1745, and 
is buried in the graveyard of the Lower Salford Mennonite Meeting-=- 
house. It is probable that his wife died before he did, as tradition 
says that, during the later years of his life, he made his home with 
his son, Jacob. There is no record in Philadelphia of the settlement 
of his estste. He apparently prepared himself for the event of his 
death by dividing his property among his children during his lifetime 
Gerhart and Ann Clemens had five children, Jacob, John, Abraham, 
Ann, the wife of John Valentinr Kratz; Margaret, Wife of George 
Wagley. 

George Clemens, the son of Abraham and Catharine Bachman 
Clemens, is the ancestor of the larger number of Clemenses in Canada. 
The Pennsylvania Archives show that George Clemens served in Richard 
Brown's company of Pennsylvania troups during the American Revolu- 
tion. This company took part in the Battle of Long Island, wher many 
of the company were killed or taken prisoner, among them the Captain. 
The muster roll of Uctober 1, 1776, shows that George Clements 
"deserted September 12 " See Penna Archives, Ser. 5, Vol. BS II, 
pape 298, 3501, 302, 3v5, 308. 

Ann Clemens, daughter of Garret and Ann married John Valentine 
Kratz. The Kratz family History by Rev. A. J. Fretz, gives the record 
of their descendents. 

ANNA REIFF. THE WIFE OF GERHART CLEMENS. 


Anne (ANN, Aneli) Reif was the daughter of Kinget Hiestand by 


her first husband, Michael Reif. She was born in Switzerland, prob- 


ably between 1680 and 1684, as her mother, then a widow, married Hans 
(John) Stauffer in 1685. When Anna was but a child, her father died, 


leaving a considerable estate. Hans Stauffer in his note-book shows 


that Michael Reif left at least 100 rix-dollars, § 150 guldens to his 
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widow and 215 guldens to Anna. About the time her mother married 
Hans Stauffer, the family fled from Switzerland because of the per= 
secution of the Mennonites and settled near Mains, Germany; for Hans 
Stauffer shows in his note-book that they lived but a two day' 
journey from Weissenau, which is the first train stop south of Mains. 
Here in, August 1702, she married Gerhart Clemens. Hans Stauffer 
seems to have been her guardian. At any rate, he held in trust the 
money, which Anna inherited from her father, and which was not fully 
paid over to her until some years after her marriage. It would seem 
that Anna's wedding was quite an affair from the number of charges 
which Hans Stauffer made against her in his note-books on account of 
the wedding. In 1709, she and her husband and their family migrated 
to America and settled in Skippack Township. Next year her stepafath- 
er, Hans Stauffer, and her mother and their family followed her to 
America and settled in Chester County, Pa-, near Valley Forge. She 
died before 1745, and ire buried in the graveyard of the Lower Salford 
Mennonite-house. 


NeOr rsh. 
A number of errors have appeared in various publications 


with regard to Anna Reif. In the History of the Stauffer and Bower 
Families by Rev. Henry S. Bower, is gived what is purported to be a 
quotation of Hans Stauffer's diary, but what is really a summary of 
Hans's account of his Journey down the Rhine on his way to America. 
In the midst of this genie ee quotqtions, Bower states: " one 

daughter, being married to Gerhard Clemens, remained in Switzerland 


and never came to America". YXaék*XAXeaAKSKAIX Though it looks as tho 
it were quoted from Hans Stauffer, yet a careful examination of his 


note=books (there are two) shows that no such statement is to be 
found in his account of his journey down the Rhine or anywhere in 


his books. Unfortunately, Bower has been followed by a number of 
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other genealogists and family historians, among them Rev. A. J. Fretz 
and Ralph Strassberger. Fretz in his Stauffer-Stover Family, gives 
Anna's name as Amelia. He evidently misread Hans's pet name Anneli. 
Un page 41 of book 1, Hans speaks of her as "Anna, called Anel". 

Her family name is given as Risser by Bower and Fretz and as Rieser 
by others. The Swiss and southern Germans add the feminine ending 
en or in to womend's family names, Reif thus becomes Reifin or Reiff- 
in. Bower and Fretz misread and xalled her Risser instead of Reif. 
They mistook the f for a long s and the final n for an r. Wherever 
Hans writes of Anna's father, his family name is written plainly 
Reif.

Gerhart Clemens wis one of the founders of the Salford Mennonite 
dennonite Congregation in uctober 1738. For many years the meeting 
was Known as Clemences' A ten acre tract was sbt apart for the 
Meeting house and for a burial place; and here Gerhard Clemens and 
his wife Ann Reif, are buried, but their graves are not marked. 
Gerhart Clemens and his wife had six children, viz: Jacob, John, 


Abraham, Ann, the wife of John Valentina Kratz, Margaret, wife of 
Gaorge Wagley, and Catharine, wife of John Ulrich Stauffer. 
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The oldest tomb stone found in the Salford mennonite graveyard 
was erected to the memory of Ann, wife of Hans Reiff, and bears date 
of 1741. A certain Abraham Clemens died in Bucks County 4n 1715, at 
avery great age. He had two sons, but nothing is known of them. 
un May 10, 1828 Gerhart Clemens joined with many others from 
Colebrookdale in a petition to Governor Gordon, praying for relief 
against what they suffered, and were likely to suffer, from the 
tidiane, who had fallen upon the back inhabitants about Falkner 
Swamp and Goschenhoppen.-- Penna Archives vol 1 page 213.
